While small num¬ 
bers of stripers always have vis¬ 
ited Maine waters it is only in 
recent years that enough of them 
have shown up to constitute a 
major sports fishing. 

Stripers have accomplished 
something of a break through 
with Maine fresh water fisher¬ 
men who heretofore have not had 
a high opinion of saltwater fish¬ 
ing. The out-of-stater has been 


certainly has some of 
the best small-mouth bass fishing 
on the continent, and for a pe¬ 
culiar reason. With few excep¬ 
tions Maine anglers don’t fish 
for bass, even though this fish is 
probably the national favorite. 
Thus the bass fishing is left for 
the visiting anglers much to their 
satisfaction. Small-mouthed bass 
are distributed well over south¬ 
ern, central and eastern Maine. 
Hottest spot is far eastern Wash¬ 
ington County where the fishing 
is so good that no one ever has 
been able to exaggerate it. Many 
anglers have taken 100 fish in 
a day, returning all but the limit, 
of course. 

Atlantic salmon are being tak¬ 
en from Maine’s eastern rivers, 
but not in great numbers. The 
fish are hanging back in the 
brackish water waiting for a 
good runoff that will toll them 
into the rivers. A real good rain¬
